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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's argunnents filed 1/03/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion toicombine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art . See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Singhal teaches 
that unrelated words can be present in the story and limits the expansion phase to only 
words proposed by the recognizer (p. 244, i.e., some words are "worthless"), and 
Hutson teaches the suppression of certain words that can be produced by a recognizer 
(col. 2, lines 7-22). Hutson also suggests that his teachings can improve access (col. 1 , 
line 19-22) and that with larger databases the problem of worthless information can 
become more sever (col. 1 , lines 47-67). The Applicant has argued that the database 
described by Singhal is already small and thus would not benefit from th6 teachings of 
Hutson. However the examiner maintains that any removal of worthless information, as 
taught by Hutson, would still introduce some degree of improved efficiency.
